TECH HUB JOBS 


A DIGITAL and creative 
hub with thousands of 
jobs will be created in 
the former press and 
broadcast centres on the Olympic 
Park in Hackney Wick. 

The Council’s vision for an 
economic legacy from the 2012 
Games venue was secured on 
16 May when a deal was signed 
between new owner iCITY and 
the London Legacy Development 
Corporation (LLDC). 

iCITY has committed to work 
with the businesses that move 


into the buildings to provide 
employment and training 
opportunities for residents, as well 
as ensuring that local companies 
enjoy supplier opportunities. 

iCITY has already pre-let 
more than 40 per cent of the space, 
with confirmed tenants including 
BT Sport, Loughborough 
University and data centre services 
provider Infinity. 

While Hackney Community 
College has been announced as 
the education partner, running 
a digital academy to train 


apprentices to work in the tech 
and media industries. 

It is expected there will be more 
than 4,500 jobs at iCITY with 
around 2,000 extra created in the 
local area by 2019. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, 
who led a seven-year campaign for 
a creative and digital employment 
legacy on the site, said: “I’m 
delighted that LLDC and iCITY 
have signed this agreement, which 
means we are well on the way 
to securing a valuable economic 
legacy for Hackney from the 


2012 Games, bringing thousands 
of jobs to our borough and 
creating training and employment 
opportunities for local people.” 

Ian Ashman, Principal of 
Hackney Community College, 
added: “Our digital apprenticeship 
scheme will provide local people 
with the skills to take advantage 
of jobs in the growing digital 
and technology sector and give 
them the opportunity to work 
with some of the most innovative 
and creative companies and 
entrepreneurs based at iCITY.”

THE terrible events that took place in Woolwich on 
22 May have shocked the country and Londoners in 
particular. Woolwich is a place very like Hackney; 
friendly, diverse, home to thousands of people from 
hundreds of different backgrounds. Many of us have 
friends, colleagues and family who live there, and it 
seems almost unbelievable that such a barbaric act as 
the murder of Drummer Lee Rigby could take place on 
an ordinary London high street. 

It is in such difficult times that London’s communities 
come together to support each other, and it is very sad 
to hear that some boroughs are reporting an increase in 
abuse towards Muslims and other minorities, following 
the attack. 



Hackney is the most diverse borough in London. There 
are many Muslims who live here; in our Turkish and 
Kurdish communities, in Somalian, Bangladeshi and 
Pakistani families - many of them are British born. They 
are Londoners and Hackney residents, and will have 
been sickened by the violent acts the perpetrators claim 
to have carried out in the name of their faith. 

One of the things that makes Hackney a special place 
is the way that people from all backgrounds live side by 
side, with a shared sense of civic pride and community. 
Hackney’s Muslim Jewish Forum is a great example of 
interfaith co-operation and of people coming together to 
celebrate the values that unite them. 

It is important that in the coming weeks, we show 
support for our Muslim neighbours, as right-wing 
extremists such as the English Defence League try to 
make capital out of the horrific death of Drummer Rigby 
by promoting hate and trying to undermine community 
cohesion. 

Places like Hackney and Woolwich represent everything 
that the violent extremists fear most. They are places 
where tolerance, respect and community override 
religious and cultural differences. The events of 22 May 
serve to remind us that what we have here, within our 
communities, really is something worth defending. 


The Council has listened to concerns raised and decided not to apply for permission to hold major public events on the Marshes on this occasion

Hackney Marshes, the 
Council has listened to 
concerns and decided not 
to apply for permission to 
hold major public events 
on this occasion. 

The Council consulted 
from 26 February to 23 
April to help decide whether 
to apply to the Planning 
Inspectorate for what is 
known as PINS consent. 
This would have allowed 
several major public 
entertainment events to 
take place over five years 
- between 1 May and 31 
August - on a specific area 
of the Marshes. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “We have 
listened very carefully 
to people’s concerns 
and as a result we will 


not be submitting the 
PINS application on this 
occasion. We realise that 
by proposing blanket 
permission for a number of 
events across the summer 
we caused concern as 
the nature of any event 
would be unknown. We 
also appreciate that the 
proposed number of major 
events was too high for 
many people. 

“We still feel that some 
events on the Marshes could 
be appropriate in the future, 
but we would approach 
this in a different way. 

The Council will consider 
interest from events 
promoters on specific future 
proposals, but they would 
be assessed on an individual 


basis and accompanied 
by consultation at the 
time, giving Marshes users 
and local people specific 
information on which to 
base their feedback. 

“We are committed to 
continuing to support and 
develop sport on Hackney 
Marshes which is why over 
the last five years, along 
with our funding partners, 
we’ve invested over 
£1 8million on improving 
pitches and facilities.” 

Separate to the multi- 
million pound programme 
of improvements, the day- 
to-day running of sport on 
Hackney Marshes costs 
local Council Tax payers 
more than £500,000 a year 
in subsidy, as pitch fees do 


not cover the upkeep. In the 
current economic climate, 
with local government 
funding continuing to be 
significantly reduced, it is 
vital the Council finds new 
ways of funding the subsidy 
currently provided to run 
the Marshes, and keep 
costs at a reasonable level. 

The Council feels strongly 
that this could include 
events on the Marshes in 
future - and believes the 
fact 30,000 local people 
attended the BBC Radio 1 
Hackney Weekend shows 
there is demand - but it will 
do its best to come 
to an agreement that 
takes into account the 
needs of all Marshes users 
and residents.

The borough’s thriving 
Broadway Market, 
described by the BBC as a 
‘foodies’ favourite’, played 


host to the two teams who 
sourced fresh farm produce 
from the South East for 
their shops. The episode, 
which aired on 22 May, 
saw Team Evolve open up 
‘Buffalocal’, specialising in 
the sale of buffalo meat as 
well as preparing take-away 
soup and jacket potatoes for 
hungry passers by. While 
‘Fruity Cow’ was Team 


Endeavour’s attempt, their 
main staple was apple 
and blackberry milkshakes 
sold alongside fresh fruit 
and vegetables. 

Despite steady sales of 
its shakes throughout the 
day, Buffalocal pipped 
Fruity Cow to the post by 
making £92 more profit 
than its rivals. However, it 
seemed Broadway Market 


customers preferred the 
food on offer from existing 
businesses on the street, 
with Buffalocal selling only 
20 out of an expected 200 
jacket potatoes. 

Uzma, from the losing 
team, got the shake-off and 
was fired by Lord Sugar.

Beckham’s boozer saved from being demolished 


A PUB once frequented 
by David Beckham and 
his grandfather is set to 
re-open in June after it was 
spared by local planners. 

Residents started a 
campaign to save the 
Wenlock Arms when 
it was threatened with 
demolition by developers. 
In response the Council 
gave the pub, on Wenlock 
Road, locally listed status 
and amended conservation 


zone boundaries in order 
to halt plans to destroy the 
Victorian property. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration, said: “I’m 
really pleased the Wenlock 
Arms will be restored 
as a pub. Following the 
residents’ campaign, the 
Council reviewed the status 
of the building and put 
extra protections in place.” 

Conditions also restrict 


future changes of use so 
the pub cannot be changed 
into a shop or restaurant 
without going through the 
planning process. 

Heath Ball, the pub’s 
new owner uncovered 
a piece of history when 
carrying out alterations 
required by the Council 
and unearthed the original 
150-year-old mosaic 
‘Wenlock Arms’ sign. 

The pub will re-open 


after the first stage of its 
refurbishment on 3 June. 

In March this year, 

The Chesham Arms on 
Mehetabel Road was listed 
as Hackney’s first Asset of 
Community Value (ACV) 
in the first step towards 
protecting another much- 
loved community pub. 

The ACV listing gives 
locals six months in order 
to put together a bid to buy 
the pub.

Concern over cuts 

THE Mayor of Hackney has 
voiced concerns over London 
Fire and Emergency Planning 
Authority’s (LFEPA) plans to 
close Kingsland fire station. 

Mayor Jules Pipe attended a 
public meeting on 20 May to 
discuss the Draft Fifth London 
Safety plan, and said he had 
serious concerns that the closure of 
the fire station in Dalston would put the safety of residents at 
increased risk. 

Data from a LFEPA consultation had revealed that, if 
Kingsland were to shut, there would be six wards in Hackney 
where the response time for the first engine sent to a fire 
would exceed the London Fire Brigade’s (LFB) target of 
six minutes. Mayor Pipe has written to the Mayor of London 
and LFEPA with his concerns. 

More than 500 residents have also signed the Council’s 
petition against Met Police cuts that will see Hackney lose 
85 officers. The Mayor of London’s plans will see changes 
to the way police Safer Neighbourhood Teams, which have 
proved successful in Hackney, operate. Find out more and 
sign the police petition at: www.hackney.gov.uk/more- 
police-for-hackney.

Gypsy Roma Traveller 
History Month (GRTHM) 
to raise awareness and 
explore the history of 
the largest ethnic 
minority group in the 
European Union. 

Britain’s 300,000 
Gypsies, Roma and 
Travellers have lived, 
worked and traversed 
Britain for over 500 years, 
yet little is known about 
their culture. The result is 
a widespread ignorance 
about who they are, which 
sometimes turns to hatred, 
fear and misunderstanding. 

The Council, together 
with the Traveller 
Education Service, 

Hackney Homes, Hackney 
Empire and the London 
Gypsy and Traveller Unit 
is working to change this 
by holding a series of free 
family events to help raise 
awareness of Gypsy, Roma 
and Traveller communities 
in the borough. 

The month-long 
programme will launch on 
6 June at Hackney Central 
Library with a performance 
by members of the London 
Gypsy Orchestra followed 
by Irish dancing.

All your green 
questions answered 


Q: I’ve just moved into a new apartment block and we 
have a large shared recycling bin on the ground level. 
I know I’m not supposed to put my recycling in bin 
bags so how do I take it downstairs to the bins? 


A: The Council provides sturdy re-usable orange bags 
for taking recycling to collection points. Tip the contents 
straight into the recycling bins through the slot in the 
orange lids. Lids are locked to prevent recycling being 
contaminated with sacks of rubbish. 

They can also be used to store recycling in your flat, so you 
don’t need a special 
bin. Please don’t 


leave your re-usable 
bag outside your 
door in blocks of flats 
or on estates as this 
can block access and 
corridors.

New wildflower meadow and

THE borough’s biggest ever wildflower meadow is being 
planted in London Fields in time to bloom for the summer.

How Does A Snake Shed Its Skin 

21 May, The Yard Theatre, Hackney Wick, E9 5EN 


I AM usually not a fan of one-person plays, 
simply because they often lack the tension 
of two or more characters clashing. Susanna 
Hislop at The Yard theatre in Hackney Wick 
has just proved me very wrong. 

In ‘How Does a Snake Shed its Skin’, she 
not only manages to play Marilyn Monroe, 
Virginia Woolf and Margaret Thatcher, 
seamlessly transitioning between roles, 
but also portraying a complex relationship 
between the characters. In fact, Susanna 
is not three but five characters; in addition 
to this ‘glorious menage a trois’ she is also 
herself as a geeky teenager and, brilliantly, 
Nicole Kidman waxing lyrical on her roles in 
the biopic about Woolf. 

This is physical theatre at its best. Susanna’s 


chameleonic facial expressions allow her to 
be wide-eyed Marilyn, stern Margaret and a 
woeful Virginia - all in a matter of seconds. 
“This is actually quite difficult” she says 
blithely to her audience. Although she makes 
it look easy. 

‘How Does A Snake Shed Its Skin’ is 
brilliantly funny and incredibly energetic - 
the work of one talented young writer and 
performer.

N EW rules coming 
into force this 
September mean 
young people must 
remain in education or 
training until they are 17 
- but that does not mean 
they have to stay at school. 

There are a wealth 
of opportunities across 
Hackney, including full 
time education at school 
or college, apprenticeships 
and part-time education for 
those who are employed or 
volunteering full-time. 

Sarah Parker, 18, did 
not want to stay at school 
when she finished her 
GCSEs. She was accepted 
as an apprentice at the City 
of London Corporation’s 
housing team. For four days 
a week she gains experience 
in the office and once a 
week she attends Hackney 
Community College to work 
towards a Housing Practice 
qualification. 


Apprentices work in real 
jobs and get paid while they 
earn qualifications. Sarah 
said: “I earn a good amount 
for an apprentice, but the 
best thing is learning new 
skills in the work place.” 

Shantalee Bryan, 19, is 
preparing to take a year 
out, gaining some work 
experience before heading 
to university. The Clapton 
Girls’ Academy pupil wasn’t 
sure what she wanted to do 
when she finished school 
because she did not achieve 
five A*-C grades at GCSE - 
the usual requirements for 
studying at sixth form or a 
further education college. 

After deciding she wanted 


to pursue a career in social 
work, Shantalee enrolled 
on the Society, Health and 
Development level two 
diploma, progressing onto a 
BTEC level three extended 
diploma in Health and 
Social Care. She’s now on 
course for a distinction. 

Shantalee said: “I have 
worked hard to get the 
grades needed to work 
as a social worker in the 
future. I hope I can be an 
example to other students 
to motivate them not to give 
up on their education and 
choose a course that really 
complements their 
qualities and skills.” 

Pupils who are currently 


in Year 1 1 will be the first 
age group to be affected by 
the changes, staying 
in education or training 
until 17. In 2015, this will 
rise to 18. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, Cabinet 
Member for Education and 
Children’s Services, said: 
“The majority of young 
people in Hackney already 
stay in education or training 
after 16. Our schools offer 
careers advice, but you 
can also contact a range of 
national support services to 
find out about other options 
that might suit you.”

T WO charities have 
received £367,000 
in funding to help 
residents with 
drug and alcohol issues 
back into work. 

St Mungo’s and 
Foundation66 were 
awarded the six-figure sum 
by London Councils for 
their joint work helping 
those recovering from 
homelessness and substance 
abuse into jobs. 

Project participants will 


complete training and work 
placements lasting between 
two and four weeks 
before being offered job 
coaching, peer support, and 
help in finding long-term 
employment. 

Between 2011 and 2012, 
St Mungo’s supported 
441 people into learning, 
with 138 people gaining a 
qualification; 94 people into 
work; and 204 people into 
volunteering. Foundation66 
delivers courses including 


community involvement, 
confidence and assertiveness 
building, improving 
self-esteem, effective 
communication, and 
business and customer 
awareness. 

Rod Cullen, from St 
Mungo’s, said: “We are 
delighted that London 
Councils saw the value 
in our partnership bid 
with Foundation66.

Fertility gets the 3D treatment 

NEW technology is helping to improve the success of 
fertility treatments at Flomerton hospital. 

A 3D scanner gives a more accurate assessment of the 
ovarian reserve - the number of eggs each woman has 
that are available to ovulate. It enables doctors to see and 
count microscopic ovarian follicles, which each contain an 
immature egg that can potentially develop in the future. 
Consultant Am it Shah said: “Knowing the number of eggs 
enables us to decide on the proper medication to stimulate 
the ovaries and increase the chances of pregnancy. 

“This unique scan discovers 30 to 50 per cent more 
follicles than the routine 2D ultrasound, thus giving us afar 
better chance of successful fertilisation.”

All will learn about 
the theory and history 
of filmmaking as well as 
practical skills to support 
them produce their own 
films. They will also learn 
how to host screenings 
and discussions, and 
to promote their work 
through social media. 

The course will look 


at subjects linked to 
mental health, and suggest 
ways to combat stigma 
and discrimination, 
particularly in relation 
to African and Caribbean 
communities. 

Project leader Sandra 
Griffiths, said: “There 
is an old African saying 
that states: ‘Until the 
lion is able to tell its own 
tale, stories of the lion 
will always glorify the 


hunter’. This aptly sums 
up what the Inna Vision 
Film School is trying to 
do in getting people with 
lived experience to tell 
their stories from their 
perspectives.” 

Students’ finished work 
will be screened at events 
in Hackney, Newham and 
Tower Hamlets.

To advertise on these pages call David Roberts on 020 8356 2416 





hackney history 


T HE first charity 

founded by Andrew 
Reed (who was the 
subject of last issue’s 
history page) grew from 
his desire to create a home 
for children who had no 
one to care for them. 

Upset that orphaned 
children, as young as 
five, were being put to 
work for up to 12 hours 
a day without pay, Reed 
wanted to provide for those 
whose parents had been 
professionals or served in 
the armed forces: ‘children 
who are respectably 
descended, but without 
means adequate to their 
support’. He first suggested 
the idea to friends in April 
1813, and the following 
year, a house in Cannon 
Street Road, Whitechapel, 
accepted three girls as the 
first inmates of what was 
then known as the East 
London Orphan Asylum 
and Working School. 

The asylum was regarded 
as a boarding school for 
orphans, rather than 
an orphanage, and was 
open to healthy children 
aged between seven and 
10. Funding came from 
subscription payments, 
with those contributing 
larger sums gaining the 
right to vote at elections 
held twice a year to decide 
which children were to be 
accepted. Mothers, family 
and friends had to obtain 
lists of subscribers whom 
they could then lobby to 
vote for a particular child. 

In 1815, the school’s 
name was shortened to the 
London Orphan Asylum. 
That same year Reed sought 
Royal patronage, gaining 



‘Noblest of institutions’ 


enthusiastic support from 
the Duke of Kent, which 
encouraged donations. 

The asylum soon grew 
too large for its first home 
and was forced to take 
on additional houses in 
Hackney Road for boys, 
and in Bethnal Green for 
girls. But Reed soon had 
his eye on another site in 
Clapton, that of Newcome’s 
School, which had closed in 
1818. In 1821, the asylum 
committee agreed 


unanimously that eight acres 
of land in Clapton should 
be bought and an appeal 
was launched to finance the 
planning and building of 
a new school. 

Completed at a final cost 
of £30,000, the Clapton 
site was opened in 1825 by 
the Duke of Cambridge. A 
competition was held 
to find a design for the 
new building which was 
won by William Southcote 
Inman, of Lincoln’s Inn 


Fields, whose submission 
consisted of two wings 
flanking a chapel and linked 
to it by colonnades. 

School numbers gradually 
increased from 206 
children in 1826, so that 
an extension to the rear of 
the building was required 
by 1846, paid for by public 
subscription, and in 1851, a 
new chapel was added. An 
article by Edmund Yates 
in the Illustrated Times, 
December 1858, described 


the school as ‘one of the 
noblest of many institutions 
of which an Englishman 
should be proud.’ 

But the school was not 
to stay long in Clapton. A 
serious outbreak of cholera 
in the Hackney area during 
1866 affected over 200 of 
the pupils and killed 15. 
This tragedy convinced the 
school’s governing body 
that they should move 
away from the rapidly 
expanding city which was 


already encroaching upon 
what had once been open 
countryside. A new site 
was purchased in Watford 
in 1867, and four years 
later the London Orphan 
Asylum moved once more. 

It remained in Watford until 
1946, when it relocated to 
Cobham in Surrey where 
it still exists today as the 
independent Reed’s School, 
whose foundation continues 
to support the education of 
disadvantaged children.
